superb vocalization, Miss Riohings' splonded
soprano volce and matchless exeoution jm-
parted to the music of “Arline'’ a grace and a
besuly which invested her efforts with the
deepest interest and delight, Her glpging of
the various gems thut so abundantly strewed
her role elloited the most hearty and enthnsi-
astic applause, and the repetitlons she woas
oalled upon to execule seemed only to whet,
not satiafly, the appetite for “sweel sounds” of
her listeners.

The finest rendition, decidedly, of the plain-
tive arla, “The Heart Bowed Down,' was that
of Mr. Campbell last evening, and the deafening
encore it received was every wuy deservedly be-
stowed.
